Minister Sickles in Great Danger in 
Madrid—Hostile Demonstrations 
Against Americanse—The War 
Cloud Thickens. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22nd.—Des- 
patches received by the Secretary of 
State are confirmatory, in part, of 
the special telegrams from Madrid, 
in regard to the demonstrations 
against Minister Sickles, though the 
Secretary is of the opinions that the 
specials are somewhat exagyerated. 
The mob which collected in front of 
the American legation was promptly 
dispersed by the Government, and 
there is no doubt here in official cir- 
cles but that the authorities at Mad- 
rid are fully capable of preventing 
any outbreak. ‘The position of Min- 
ister Sickles is very uncomfortable, 
but it is not believed that any vio- 
lence will be offered, as Mr. Sickles 
telegraphs that the Spanish officials 
are equal to the emergency. Minis- 
ter Sickles is hourly in commnnieca- 
tion with the State Department and 
his dispatches indicate the existence 
and expression of a very strong feel- 
ing against the United States. 

Secretary Fish submitted anumber 
of telegrams from Minister Sickles to 
the Cabinet meeting to-day, as the 
session which has just commenced 
will in all probability be one of the 
most interesting and serious meetings 
since the commencement of the pres- 
ent complications. The members of 
the Cabinet this morning seem to be 
very serious in their demeanor, and 
there appears to be a more extended 
discussion in all places as to the prob- 
abilities of war than has yet been no- 
ticed. At the same time, so far as 
has been Known, the official advices 
from Spain have not varied in the as- 
sertions of the honesty of the Castel- 
lar government to preserve friendly 
relations and to command calmness 
and dignity during the progress of 
the negotiation. 

The excitement of the populace in 
Madrid does not seem to Se shased by 
the Government there, as is evi- 
denced by the Secretary of State 
here that there is an exaggeration in 
the unofficial — me and the asser- 
tions of Mr. Sickles that the Spanish 
Government is able to preserve order 
and has suppressed hostile indication 
against American legislation at 
Madrid. TheSecretary of the Navy 
returned to this city this morning 
and was at the Department at a very 
early hour. A large number of Naval 
officers have been ordered to duty to- 
day, to the ships of heavy ordinance, 
now being fitted out for immediate 
active service. A Naval recruitin 
office has been ordered to be open 
at New Orleans,

A ** Herald“ Special—Spain Means 
W ar—Gen. Sickles and tae Spanish 
Cabinet, Etc. 


MADRID, Nov. 20.—The situation 
is grave. There is a serious misun- 
derstanding between Gen. Sickles 
and the Spanish Cabinet. On ar- 
rival of the news of the capture of 
the Virginius, President Castlear 
ealled at the United States legation 
and expressed regret, and ordered the 
suspension of the sentence. When 
secretary Fish telegraphed the news 
of the execution, Gen. Sickles sent a 
note, at 2 o'clock in the morning, de- 
manding a stay. The Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs answered ,questionin 
the accurancy of the information an 
intimated that Sickles’ action was 
not authorized. Thereon, Sickles, in 
the name of the United States, ad- 
dressed a formal protest against the 
inhuman butcheries and the insult 
to the United States, and again de- 
manded that Spain should enforce 
obedience to orders in Cuba, and in- 
sisted on the rights of Americans 
to trial under the ireaty of 1796. 

He complained that the American 
Consul at Santiago was prevented 
from using the telegraph to Wash- 
ington. Ihe Spanish Secretary an- 
sweered that the matter was wholly 
au municipal affair between Spain 
and the Virginius pirates. Spain 
could not tolerate American inter- 
ference. The interview ended by 
General Sickles demanding that 
Spain should enforce the order of the 
Cabinet to Cuba for suspension of 
the executions. The Spanish Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs haughtily de- 
clined to permit General Sickles 
to discuss the municipal af- 
fairs of Cuba. The interview 
terminated angrily. Sickles saying 
that he would hold no more personal, 
only official, relations with the Min- 
ister. The public feeling runs high. 
The Spaniards blame the United 
States for the Cuban insurrection, 
and say they will welcome war. 
Minister Sickles does not see how 
war can be avoided, as Spain will 
concede nothing, and public opinion 
will prevent President Castelar from 
making any concessions. There is 
no use inthe United States triflin 
auy more on the subject, Spanis 
stubbornness making concessions im- 
possible. The extreme Republicans 
favor the views of the United States 
in the affair.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


Washington Excited—War and Rue 
mors of War—Long Cabinet Meete 
ing—Papers of the Virginius De- 
clared All Right. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The city 
is excited over the probabilities of a 
war with Spain. Rumors of all 
kinds are circulated, adding to the in- 
terest of the situation. These, how- 
ever, found no official confirmation 
beyond the news telegraphed at noon. 
The State Department is investiga- 
ting the real status of the Virginius. 
The Treasury Department, Naviga- 
tion Division, finds no reason to be- 
lieve that any irregularity exists in 
the Virginius registry papers. This 
fact was communicated to the Secre- 
tary of State by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and received attention 


at the Cabinet to-day. Copies 
of all papers were submitted 


The session of the Cabinet opened 
earlier than usual, and continued 
until 4 o’clock, all the Secretaries 
were present. It was the longest ses- 
sion which has been held during 


Grant’s administration. Subsequent- 


ly Fish and Robeson had a confer- 
ence. The whole time of the session 
was occupied with the Virginius mat- 
ter and attending complications. 
Members are dumb regarding details 
of proposed action. The feeling 
whieh urged an attack upon the 
American legation was character- 
ized as brutal and unreasonable. It 
really seemed that no reasonable 
ministry could stand at Madrid.
